as Communist, Fascist, totalitarian 
or subversive, New employes 
would have to subscribe to the 
oath before qualifying for public 
jobs. 

Napier said he thought there is 
need for such legislation because

subversive are active in the St. 
Louis area. He said he could not 
say whether any members of those 
groups are holding public jobs in 
St. Louis. 

Under the proposal, public em- 
ployes who falsely subscribe to 
the oath would be dismissed and 
permanently disqualified for pub- 
lic employment.

Citizens’ Milk Investigating Com- 


mittee at its third public hearing 
on the controversial milk situa- 


tion. The hearing will be in the re- 
fectory at Kiel Auditorium. 

The witnesses will be Milton II. 
Mueller, president of the Square 
Deal group, which has headquar- 
ters in Highland, III., and Oliver 
E. Hayes, president of the Mis- 
souri organization, with headquar- 
ters at Crystal City. Their testi- 
mony is expected to follow closely 
the pattern developed by officers 
of the Sanitary Milk Producers, 
largest dairy farmer group in this 
area, at hearings Tuesday and 
last. night. 


Essence of the suggestions of- 


fered by the Sanitary Co-operative 
was contained in testimony last 
night by Harold G. Baker, an at- 
torney representing that producer 
group. Baker said solution of the 
problem of short milk supply in 
St. Louis lay in “reasonable en- 
forcement” of the city’s sanitary 
milk ordinance and a campaign 
to educate farmers on how to 
comply with the ordinance, thus 
making producers feel they were 
securely “on” the St. Louis market. 
Criticizes Inspectors, 

“Much of the present difficulty,” 
Baker said, “is because certain of 
the inspectors (from the office of 
Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck) working in the field are 
bureaucrats. Further, the health 
department should make some at- 
tempt to educate producers in the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

“Farmers should be provided 
with pamphlets showing, in non- 
technical language, reasons why 
certain things are required of 
them by law, Sanitary is willing 
to call producers together so they 
can hear explanations of the or- 
dinance, 

“It is unfortunate, but a situa- 
tion has arisen in which there Is a 
complete lack of understanding 
and co-operation between the 
health department and the various 
producers' organizations.” 

Baker also’ said that “there are 
many instances in which a strict 
enforcement of the city’s ordi- 
nance, especially in connection 
with minimum construction re- 


quirements, is foolish.” 

B. Shermna Landau, a commit- 
tee member, asked for specific in- 
stances of the “foolish enforce- 
ment.” Baker said he didn't be- 
lieve the exact location of the milk 
house should be prescribed so 
closely, nor should the distance bo- 
tween the back of the cow and the 
wall of the barn behind the cow. 

Arthur D. Lynch, secretary-man- 
ager of the Sanitary co-operative, 
and Raymond D. Pennewell, its 
president, were questioned’ by Lan- 
dau during most of the two and 
one-half hours of the hearing.

Three Principles. 


“Three principles,” Marshall 
said, “should determine the amount 


and timing of our aid. It must 
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be adequate, It must be prompt.

On the question. of providing | 
sufficient funds to do the job, he 
told Congress that the first ap- 
propriation should be enough to 
get the program under way “on a 
broad, sound basis and not in a

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WALLACE SAYS MESSAGE

DROP IN BUSINESS 
LOANS: BY BANKS 
AS YEAR CLOSED 


Federal Reserve Members 
Report Decline of $71,- 
800,000 in Week—Off 
$16,000,000 in St.Louis. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Business loans by Federal Reserve 
member banks in the nation's 
leading cities during the week 
ended Dec. 31 dropped $71,000,000 
from the previous week, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board reported yes- 


terday. 

This was the first decline since 
July 9, officials told a reporter. It 
carried the total of commercial 
industrial and agricultural loans 
down to $14,658,000,000, 

Whether this might mark the 
atart of a down trend was uncer- 
tain, An official said the period 
was too short for a conclusive 
showing. 

A definite downtrend followed 
immediately after a dip at the 
end of 1944 and the same thing 
occurred at the end of 1943, but of- 
ficials said an opposite trend was 
noticeable at the end of 1946. 

Then, they said, there was a 
pause in the postwar swelling of 
the business loan total, but after 
a week ar so, there began a steady 
expansion that continued until 
apring and through most of the 
year, 

President Truman, Federal Re- 
serve Board Chairman Marriner 
S. Eccles and other officials, urged 
the banks during early December, 
1946, to restrain credit expansion 
as an anti-inflationary step, and 
the American Bankers Association 
this week laid down a four-point 
voluntary program by banks to 
check inflationary lending. 

Business loans decreased 377, 
000,000 at member banks in New 
York City, and $16,000,000 in the 
St. Louis district. 

Meanwhile, real estate loans in- 
creased another $14,000,000 to a 
new peak of $3,460,000,000, 


The Federal Reserve Board re- 
port showed that holdings of mem- 
ber banks in United States bonds 
dropped $528,000,000 in the final 
week of 1947, which marked the 
‘first week in which the Federal 
Reserve banks lowered the prices 
at which they had supported Gov- 
‘ernment bonds. 

The decline carried Government 
bond holdings of these banks down 
to $29,505,000,000. 

On the other hand, the hanks 
increased their holdings of short- 
term Government securities— 
[Treasury bills, certificates and 
notes—by $389,000,000 during the 
week. This lifted total holdings 
ot those issues to $7,722,000,000.

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Conductor Says 2d Train 
Failed to Heed Block Signals 


Continued From Page One. 
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alarmed by the speed of the train 
he replied he didn’t know that 
“we were running a red block.” 

Rogers said that after the crash 
he asked the engineér how fast he 
was running and when he received 
the reply the train had been going 
40 miles an hour he said: 

“My God, didn't you know bet- 
ter; didn't you see the other 
train?“ 

The conductor quoted the engi- 
neer as saying he had not seen it 
until their section “was right at it 
and too late.” 

Calculations by railroad officials 
then were introduced to show 
that the train which rammed the 
first section was going between 
44.7 and 52.8 miles an hour.

Testimony on Train on Block. 
Journey testified that the crew 
of his train received their last or- 
der at California, informing them 
that after they met an eastbound 
train at Clarksburg, six miles far- 
ther on, there was “no opposing 
train in the block between Clarks- 
burg and the M.-K.-T. crossing.” 
The crossing is west of the acci- 
dent scene.

When it started to snow, after 
passing the eastbound train at 
Clarksburg, Journey testified that 
he remarked that “we have got 
to keep a close look out for order 
boards between here and Sedalia.” 

Order Boards Showed Clear, 

The order boards are 
painted semaphores. When they 
are in a vertical position they in- 
dicate that orders are to be picked 
up at that point, The order board 
showed clear at Syracuse, two 
miles from the wreck, Journey 
testified.

Agriculture 
Department officials said, how- 
ever, that the company is the 
largest hybrid seed corn company

We have engaged in a great 
war. We poured out our re- 
sources to win that war, We 
fought it to make real peace 
possible. Though the war has 
ended the peace has not com- 
menced. We must not fail to 
complete that which we com- 
menced, 

The peoples of Weatern Europe 
have demonstrated their will to 
achieve a genuine recovery by en- 
tering into a great co-operative 
effort, Within the limits of their 
resources they formally undertake 
to establiah the basis for the peace 
which we all seek, but they can- 
not succeed without American as- 
sistance. Dollars will not save the 
world—but the world today Can- 
not be saved without dollars. 

The Paris report of the Commit- 
tee of European Economic Co- 
operation was a notable achieve- 
ment. For the first time in mod- 
ern history representatives of 16 
nations collectively disclosed their 
internal economic conditions and 
frailties and undertook, subject to 
atated conditions, to do certain 
things for the mutual benefit of 
all, The commitments each made 
to the other, if faithfully observed, 
will produce in Western Europe 
a far more integrated economic 
system than any in previous his- 
tory. 

The report unde the meas- 
ure of outside assistance which 
in their Judgment would be nec- 
essary to effect a lasting recov- 
ery of the participating nations, 
The executive branch, with help 
and advice from a great many 
sources, has developed from this 
report a program of American 
aid to Europe which gives sub- 
stantial promise of achieving 
the goal of genuine recovery. 
The program is not one of a 
series of plecemeal relief meas- 
ures. I ask that you note this 
difference and keep it in mind 
throughout our explanations, 
The difference is absolutely 
vital.

We wish to present to you in 
the simplest possible way a full 
explanation of the executive 
branch recommendations for aid 
to Europe. Our presentation will 
entail the appearance of high of- 
ficials from the agencies of the 
Government intimately concerned, 
Others will give you more detailed 
information on the many factors 
to be considered. 

I will confine my remarks to 
the three basic questions involved: 
First, “Why does Europe need 
help?“ second, “How much help 
in needed?" and third, “How 
should help be given?” 

I WHY? 

The “why.” Europe is 
emerging from the devastation 
and dislocation of the most de 
atructive war in history. Within 
its own resources Europe cannot 
achieve within a reasonable time 
economilc stability. The war more 
or leas destroyed the mechanism 
whereby Europe supported itself 
in the past and the initial rebuild. 
ing of that mechanism requires 
outside assistance under existing 
circumstances. 

The Western European partici- 
pating countries, with a present 
population almost twice our own, 
conatitute an interdependent area 
containing some of the moat 
highly. industrialized nationa of 
the world, As a group, they are 
one of the two major workshops 
of the world. Production has be- 
come more and more apecialized, 
and depends in large part on the 
processing of raw materials, 
largely imported from abroad, 
into finished goods and the fur- 
nishing of services to other areas, 
These goods and services have 
been sold throughout the world 
and the proceeds therefrom paid 
for the necessary imports. 

The war smashed the vast and 
delicate mechanism by which Eu- 
ropean countries made their liv- 
ing. It was the war which de- 
stroyed coal mines and deprived 
the workshop of sufficient mechan- 
ical energy. It was the war which 
destroyed steel milla and thus cut 
down the workshop's material for 
fabrication. It was the war which 
destroyed transportation lines and 
equipment and thus made the abil- 
ity to move goods and people in- 
adequate. It was the war which 
destroyed livestock herds, made 
fertilizers unobtainable and thus 
reduced soil fertility. It was the 
war which destroyed merchant 
fleets and thus cut off accustomed 
income from carrying the world's 
goods, It was the war which de- 
stroyed or caused the loss of 80 
much of foreign investments and 
the income which it has produced. 
It was the war which bled inven- 
tories and working capital out of 
exiatence, It was the war which 
shattered relationships and mar- 
kets and the sources of raw ma- 
terials. The war disrupted the 
flow of vital raw materials from 
southeast Asia, thereby breaking 
the pattern of multilateral trade 
which formerly provided, directly 
or indirectly, large dollar earnings 
for Western Europe. 

In the postwar period artificial 
and forcible reorientation to the 
Soviet Union of Eastern Euro- 
pean trade has deprived Western 
Europe of sources of foodstuff 
and raw material from that 
area, Here and there the pres 
ent European situation has been 
aggravated by unsound or de- 
structive policies pursued in one 
or another country. But the basic 
dislocations find their source di- 
rectly in the war. 

The inability of the European 
workshop to get food and raw ma- 
terials required to produce the ex- 
ports necesfary to get the pur- 
chasing power for food and raw 
materials is the worst of the many 
vicious circles that beset the Euro- 
pean peoples. Notwithstanding the 
fact that industrial output, except 
in Western Germany, has almost 
regained its prewar volume, under 
the changed conditions this is not 
nearly enough, The loss of Euro- 
pean investments abroad, the de- 
struction of merchant fleets, and

it were not complicated by the 
ideological struggles in Europe be- 
tween those who want to live as 
free men and those small groups 
who aspire to dominate by the 
method of police states.

OBJECTIVE: RECOVERY. 
The objective of the European 
recovery program submitted for 
your consideration ia to achieve 
lasting economic recovery for 
Western Europe; recovery in the 
sense that after our aid has ter- 
minated, the European countries 
will be able to maintain them- 
selves by their own efforts on a 
sound economic basis. 

Our assistance, if we deter- 
mine to embark on this pro- 
gram to ald Western Europe, 
must be adequate to do the job. 
The initial increment of our aid 
should be fully sufficient to get 
the program under way on a 
broad, sound basis and not in 
„ plecemeal manner, An inade- 
quate program would involve a 
wastage of our resources with 
an ineffective result, Either 
undertake to meet the require- 
ments of the problem or don't 
undertake it at all. 


TIME IS VITAL. 


I think it must be plain to all 
that the circumstances which have 
given birth to this program call 
for promptness in decision and 
vigor in putting the project into 
operation. The sooner this pro- 
gram can get under way the 
greater its chances of success. 
Careful consideration and early 
action are not incompatible. 

The interim aid law which the 
Congress enacted last December 
was designed as a stop-gap 

measure to cover the un- 
til April 1 of this year. In the 
meantime it would be possible to 
consider the long-term recovery 
measure which we are now dis- 
cussing. Unless the program can 
be placed in operation on or 
soon after April 1, there will, 
undoubtedly, be a serious de- 
terloration in some of the basic 
conditions upon which the whole 
project is predicated. 

It is proposed that the Congress 
now authorize the program for its 


are being requested only for the 
first 15 months, Annual decisions 
on appropriations will afford full 
opportunity for review and con- 
trol. But a general authoriza- 
tion now for the longer term will 
provide a necessary foundation for 
the continuing effort and co-op- 
eration of the European countries 
in a progressive program of re- 
covery. 


The ainount, form 
tions of the recommended pro- 
gram of American aid to Euro- 
pean recovery have been pre- 
sented in President Truman’s 
message to the Congress on Dec. 
19, 1947. They were further ex- 
plained in the proposed draft 
legislation and background ma- 
terial furnished to this committee 
at that time by the Department of 
State, Taking as the basic genu-

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help on the part of the partici- 
pating European countries—the 
program aims to provide these 
countries, until the end of June 
1952, with those portions of their 
essential imports from the West- 
ern Hemisphere which they them- 
selves cannot pay for. These es- 
sential imports include not only 
the food, fuel and other supplies 
but also equipment and materials 
to enable them to increase their 
productive capacity. They must 
produce and export considerably 
more goods than they did in pre- 
war times if they are to become 
self-supporting, even al a lower 
standard of living. 

During the first 15 months, ex- 
ports from the European coun- 
tries will provide current revenue 
sufficient to cover almoat their 
entire import needs from sources 
outside the Western Hemisphere 
and also about one-third of their 
requirements from the Western 
Hemisphere, F 

It is not proposed that the 
United States provide aid to the 
full extent of Western Europe's 
remaining trade deficit with the 
Western Hemisphere. Funds from | 
sources other than the United | 
States Treasury are expected to 
carry part of the load. These will 
be, principally, credits and other | 
forms of assistance from other 
countries in our hemisphere, loans 
from the International Bank and 
private sources, and a_ further 
alight reduction in European re- 
nerven. It ia the final deficit, 
after all those other means of fi- 
nancing essential imports have 
been utilized, that it is proposed 
be covered by American aid. 

In each succeeding year of the 
program, increased production 
and increased trade from Europe 
is expected to reduce the amount 
of assistance needed, until after 
mid-1952, when it is calculated 
that the participating countries 


me em — 
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is not capable of precise determi- 


nation so far in advance. 
CAN WE AFFORD IT? 

In developing the program of 
American assistance, no question 
has been more closely examined 
than the ability of the United 
States to provide assistance in the 
magnitudes proposed. Both in 
terms of physica] resources and 
in terms of financial capacity, our 
ability to support such a program 
seems clear. Representatives of 


the executive branch more closely 
familiar than I the domestic 
economy will provide further tes- 


timony on this issue, but I should 
like to remind you of the con- 
clusions of the three special com- 
mittees which explored this mat- 
ter in detail during the summer 


and fall. 


The proposed program does 
involve some sacrifice on the 
part of the American people, 
but it should be kept in mind 
that the burden of the program 
diminishes rapidly after the first 
15 months. Considerations of the 
cost must be related to the mo- 
mentous objective on the one 
hand and to the probable price of 
the alternatives. The $6,800,000,- 
000 proposed for the first 15 
months is less than a single 
month’s charge of the war. A 
world of continuing uneasy half- 
peace will create demands for 
constantly mounting expendl- 
tures for defense. This program 
should be viewed as an invest- 
ment in peace. In those terms, 
the cost is low. 

li—HOW? 

The third main consideration 
which, 1 feel, should be borne in 
mind in connection with this 
measure is that relating to condi- 
tions or terms upon which Amer- 
ican assistance will be extended. 
It is the obvious duty of this 
government to insure in so far as 
possible that the aid extended 
should be effectively used to pro- 
mote recovery and not diverted 
to other purposes whatever their 
nature. This aspect of the pro- 
gram is perhaps the most delicate 
and difficult and one which will 
require the exercise of a mature 
judgment and intelligent under- 
atanding of the nature of the 
problem faced by the European 
governments and of our particu- 
lar position of leadership in this 
matter. We must always have in 
mind that we are dealing with 
democratic governments of sov- 
erelgn nations. 

We will be working with a 
group of nations each with a 
long and proud history. The 
peoples of these countries are 
highly skilled, able and energetic, 
and justly proud of their cultures. 
They have ancient traditions of 
self reliance and are eager to take 
the lead in working out their own 
salvation, 

We have stated in many ways 
that American aid will. not be 

used to interfere with the sov- 


| erelgn rights of these nations 


and their own responsibility to 

work out their own salvation. 
I cannot emphasize too much 
my prefound conviction that the 
aid we furnish must not be tied 
to conditions which would, in 
effect, destroy the whole moral 
Justification for our co-operative 
assistance toward European 
partnership. 

We are dealing with demo- 
cratic governments, One of the 
major justifications of asking 
the American people to make 
the sacrifice necessary under 
this program is the vital stake 
that the United States has in 
helping to preserve democracy 
in Europe.

Jobless Pay to Quitters 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The editorial “One-Day Sensation,” 
discussing the recently published con- 
tradictory testimony on state unemploy- 
ment compensation benefit payments, 
has hardly done credit to your paper's 
reputation for accurate and even-hand- 
ed reporting. 

The Associated Industries of Missouri, 
after a canvass of a number (admitted- 
ly a limited number) of employers pub- 
licized the fact that 43 per cent of the 
combined unemployment benefit pay- 
ments in the preceding year to their 
ex-employes had been paid to “vol- 
untary quitters.”\ The next day the 
State Division_of /Unemployment Secur- 
ity, which definitely knows it is on the 
spot for its lax administration of an ad- 
mittedly loosely-drawn law, countered 
defensively with the statement that 
these payments were only 9.6 per cent. 
You naively accepted this latter figure 
implicitly, announcing it as “the correct 
figure.” 

The figure was based on the percent- 
age of confessed voluntary quitters 
— plus a very few who were caught 
in their misrepresentations after inves- 
tigation. Unfortunately, too few of the 
latter cases are ever uncovered by the 
superficial (if any) investigation of 
claims made by the division, Naturally 
the average claimant for unemployment 
benefit payments doesn’t accompany 
his claim with an admission that his 
unemployment is the direct result of his 
own act of quitting, Disclosure only 
follows notification of the employer 
that an unemployment claim has been 
filed by a former employe. 

It is on the basis of these misrepre- 
sentations by employes that the spuri- 
ous figure of 9.6 per cent is developed. 
Perhaps the sampling of Associated In- 
dustries was not sufficiently broad, and 
43 per cent is too high for the state as 
a whole. The actual record of the 
manufacturing company of which I am 
an 6fficer may be more representative. 
Our analysis of benefit payments to our 
voluntary quitters during the 12 months 
ended June 30, 1947 was just over 25 
per cent. 

My company has protested vigor- 
ously over this capricious misuse of its 
unemployment fund to pay voluntary 
quitters—sometimes paid despite our 
protests and after appeal was taken. 

Equal ignorance is displayed in the 
game editorial in the part discussing the 
alleged penalties applied to those who 
quit without good cause, The assertion 
is made that such people “go five weeks 
without benefits if they are out of 
work for a protracted period.” The re- 
port of the Associated Industries ex- 
plains that a serious “joker” exists in 
the law as a result of which, in most 
cases, the total benefit amount receiv- 
able by voluntary quitters is not les- 
sened at all. ¢ 

Proper administration of a sound un- 
employment compensation law is an im- 
portant social and economic question. 
Allegation of abuses deserves the most 
careful and searching review. This rel- 
atively new concept of insurance against 
the disaster and misery of general busi- 
ness depression is indeed a noble exper- 
iment which deserves a decent chance 
to operate successfully. It will not be 
given that chance if the funds are 
squandered needlessly to undeserving 
claimants during a period of peak 
prosperity, because when genuine eco- 
nomic distress comes some day the bar- 
rel will be empty. 

The Post-Dispatch will not be living 
up to its great reputation if it permits 
a repetition of this sort of editorial 
brush-off.

Mr. Truman’s Address 


Mr. Truman’s report on the state of the 
Union, for the most part a broad and states- 
manlike address, ended by tossing a sop to 
Cerberus. After twice vetoing tax reduction 


bills, on the ground that they would contribute 


to an ever-mounting inflation, Mr. Truman 
offers a tax cut of his own, which he cleverly 
describes as a “cost of living credit.” 

To compensate for the loss of revenue in- 
volved, the President favors an increase in cor- 
porate taxes, which he justifies by the fact 
that, corporate income, after taxes, soared to 
a record high in 1947. From the narrow stand- 
point of Treasury receipts, this is an even- 
Stephen proposition. But from the broad 
standpoint of resisting inflationary pressures, 
Mr. Truman is inconsistent. 0 

Ot course, what the President is doing is 
bowing to the political facts of life. He knew 
that in spite of logic, wisdom, hell or high 
water, the Republican Congress is bound te 
pass another tax cut bill this year, to purchase 
November votes, and Mr. Knutson openly 
boasted it will be veto-proof. Yielding to 
political opportunism, many Democrats, espe- 
clally in the lower House where all seats are 
in jeopardy, will vote for such a measure. 

So the President attempted to counter the 
G.O.P. bid for votes by a plan of his own. It 
is rather amusing under the circumstances, for 
the ineffable Knutson to set up the cry of “pure 
political demagoguery,” and for Congressman 
Woodward of Michigan to denounce the Presi- 
dent's address as pure politics.” It is a case 
of the pot grimacing at the kettle. 

Apart from the tax-cut controversy, the 
President's address presented an imaginative 
plan for American justice, happiness, growth 
and prosperity for the next decade. It is a 
speech that reads better than it sounded over 
the air for Mr. Truman’s radio style continues 
to be dreary. In spirit and in detail, the address 
shows the President ſo ‘be the faithful legatee 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt's policies in behalf 
of human rights and social welfare, if lacking 
the fire and tone of intense conviction of F.D.R. 

Lest anyone had the impression that the 
recent report of the President's Committee on 
Civil Rights was one of those documents meant 
to gather dust in Washington archives, Mr, 
Truman announced he would soon send a mes- 
sage to Congress to give effect to committee 
recommendations. The President's report 
scathingly criticizes discriminatory practices 
in America on the basis of color, creed and 
nationality and, though many of its suggested 
remedies are impractical, the report may prove 
to be an epoch-making one. 

In the broad field of human resources, Mr. 
Truman would move to strengthen and to extend 
the social security system; recognizing that mil- 
lions of children are not. being properly edu- 
cated in poverty-stricken parts of the nation, 
he would extend federal aid. So, for that matter, 
would Mr. Taft, but probably on a different 
basis. On the highly controversial matter of 
national health insurance, Mr. Truman pulls no 
punches. He's for it in a big way. 

In the part of the address dealing with 
national resources, Mr. Truman shows a broad 
vision of the potentialities of our great country 
and the way to conserve and develop them. He 
wants to guard these resources against selfish 
exploitation, but beyond that he wants to bring 
millions of new acres of land under irrigation, 
to restore our forests, and to. erect multiple 
purpose dams on our great rivers. Once again, 
the President commits himself to extension of 
the TVA idea, but in language too ambiguous. 

The President shows vision, too, in his belief 
that the farms and industries of America are 
capable of lifting our standard of living to 
nearly double what it was 10 years ago. In 
quick review, Mr. Truman shows the amazing 
progress the country made in the last - decade, 


much of it due, of course, to the stimulation of 


war, and, in the case of agriculture, to the be- 
neficence of the weather. Yet great strides are 
possible in the decade ahead. 

If much of what the President says in regard 
to agriculture, industrial growth and labor- 
management relations is on the sunny side— 
and is easily subject to rifle-fire sniping—he 
has nevertheless set a dazzling and attainable 
goal if the people of the United States have 
the energy and wisdom to aspire to the heights 
to which destiny is calling them. 

But the decade 1948-1958 can yield nothing 
but black despair unless world peace is pre- 
served. So Mr. Truman urges the passage of 
the Marshall plan, the restoration of world 
trade, the reaching of agreements on peace 
settlements in countries still occupied, and the 
admission of displaced persons to the United 
States. And, while we are trying to clear away 
the debris of the war, the nation must continue 
to stand behind the Truman Doctrine and to 
continue strong militarily, as well as economi- 
cally. The President emphasized, in this con- 
nection, the need for universal training. 

Perhaps it is naive to assume that a hostile 
Congress, intent on Republican victory in 
November, will lend an attentive ear to the 
President's address. No doubt Senator Taft to- 
night will attempt to tear it into tatters. But 
there are strains of doctriné and philosophy in 
the address, as well as specific policies, that 
must appeal to all not blinded by partisan 
hatred.

Present Missouri law governing small loans is 


not spelled out in detail, so lenders are evading , 


it and charging borrowers outrageous interest 
rates. Dodges, including the one of making the 
borrower buy expensive “life insurance” in the 
lender's favor, have sometimes run the charges 


up to 500 per cent, according to the AFL Central 0 


Trades & Labor Union. Individual bankers 
the Better Business Bureau have uncovered 
despread profiteering. 

This abuse is possible because the small-loan 
lobby has prevented the Legislature from en- 
acting a reasonable interest code with a top 
rate of 15 or 16 per cent and no extras. The 
Legislature passed a bill going up to 27 per 
cent, which Gov. Donnelly rightly vetoed as ex- 
cessive. It passed a second one as bad or po- 
tentially worse, and he vetoed that. In conse- 
quence, the constitutional rate of 8 per cent is 
the maximum lawful rate, but it is not pro- 


tected against charges for fake “accessories.” 

The AFL unions hope to show that the eva- 
sions actually violate the usury statute. The 
more power to them! Unions and other organ- 
izations can meanwhile partly protect their 
members by fuller organization and use of co- 
operative credit unions. For unorganized small- 
loan patrons, however, and in the public in- 
terest, the only satisfactory solution is to bring 
even greater pressure than the small-loan lobby 
and push through reasonable rates and detailed 
regulations. 

Why isn’t the Missouri Bankers Association, 
which went on record for a 16 per cent limit, 
more active in that cause? And where are the 
Missouri Association for Social Welfare and its 
member bodies?

And now H. Sam Priest, president 
of the St. Louis Police Board, who made a 
memorably successful fight for the circuit 
clerkship in the Dickmann era, is regarded as 
a likely primary entry. 

Should all these men file for the nomination, 
there would be five in the field. This would 
all but assure the nomination of Forrest Smith. 


In such a situation, Mr. Smith could get only 


one vote in four and still capture the top 
place on the Democratic state ticket for the 
November election. It would take the strongest 
kind of campaign, concentrated on such a man 
as Mr. Priest, to overcome Mr. Smith's advan- 
tages. Even then, the multiplicity of candidates 
would favor Mr. Smith. 

The indications now are that the Democrats 
will be hard pressed in the fall. A weak state

Trouble With the Flagman 


In addition to the necessity for automatic train 
control and train radio, the investigation of the 
Missouri Pacific's New Year's day wreck«at Ot- 
terville shows a need for younger flagmen. 

Flagman “Thomas Dalton is 61. It is true that 
even a 61-year-old man could have continued 
dropping lighted fusees out of the rear end o 
the train, which Mr. Dalton testifies he did not, 
and to that extent his negligence was unton- 
nected with age. In so far as Mr. Dalton repre- 
sents something that is generically wrong with 
the railroads, age is decidedly involved. 

The flagman’s job is rugged. It calls for 
physical hardiness and boldness. If his train 
stops unexpectedly, he must run back as far as 
one and a half or two miles along the track, 
often in snow or rain or bitter cold, to warn 
an oncoming train. When a train is ordered to 
proceed with caution, the flagman is expected 
to walk ahead of the engine. 

The failure of the flagman’s function has been 
a monotonously frequent feature of wrecks. Too 
many flagmen are timid in the performance of 
their duties, and for fear of being left, they fail 
to go far enough back from their train to protect 
it from another train which, traveling at high 
speed, may require distances of anywhere from 
one to two miles to complete a stop. Isn't it 
clear that flagging is a job for younger men?

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Gov. Donnelly to the Legislators 


Gov. Donnelly’s message to the resumed ses- 


sion of the Missouri Legislature was a matter- 


of-fact, business-like affair. He concerned him- 
self primarily with the problem of rising costs 
of state government in a time of inflation. After 
setting out the needs as he saw them, he left it 
to the elected lawmakers to supply the financial 
aid. This of course is as it should be. 

The aggregate of the supplemental appropria- 
tions for which the Governor asks is something 
more than $5,000,000. While this sum is not 
to be dismissed as inconsequential, it is rela- 
tively very small when seen alongside of the 
astronomical amounts which are batted about in 
Washington these days. Certainly it is not un- 
reasonable that additional appropriations are 
necessary to carry on the administrative, welfare 
and other services for which the State of Mis- 
sourl is properly committed. 

With both parties eager to look well in the 
public eye in the coming election, the prospect 
is that these needs will have prompt attention. 
Some are anticipated in bills introduced at the 
outset of the session; others doubtless will be 
handled in amendments. The best appeal the 
two parties could make for votes for their 
state tickets would be to compete in expeditious 


handling of the session's business.

A Weak Bid for German Youth

Lack of funds is causing American occupation authorities to cut 
back their German young people's program, says magazine; we are 
pulling out our personnel while other nations — especially Russia 
are making strong efforts to influence their attitudes of the future. 


From World Report 


German parents, influenced by 13 years 
of Nazism, are obstructing attempts to re- 
educate the youth of Germany. 


After a year’s effort, the American pro- 
gram has reached only 300,000 young Ger- 
mans instead of the 3,500,000 hoped for. 

Now, to cut occupation’ costs, United 
States officials are going to curtail the 
program and turn much of the supervision 
over to the Germans themselves. 

A new United States program places em- 
phasis on working with the Germans’ own 
youth organizations. Clubs already organ- 
ized under German direction are to have 
first preference for equipment, housing fa- 
cilities and other favors that the Ameri- 
cans are able to extend, This is in direct 
contrast with the present practice of bring- 
ing together all German youths at United 
States-operated clubs, without regard for 
their political or religious affiliations, 


Obstacles to Be Overcome 


The United States expects, through its 
new program, to reach a much larger pro- 
portion of Germany’s young people. The 
organized youth groups in the United States 
zone — religious, sports, trade-union, cul- 
tural and political bodies—have a member- 
ship in excess of 2,000,000. The United 
States military’s present program is reach- 
ing but 15 per cent of this number. 

The new approach by the United States 
is counted on to reduce the opposition 
from parents and religious and political 
groups, Many Germans have objected to 
having their young people supervised by 
Americans. It also is in line with the Mili- 
tary Government’s policy of replacing Amer- 
ican personnel with Germans wherever pos- 
aible. 

The four powers wh@h occupy Germany 
are competing through youth movements 
for future support of the Germans, Their 
programs differ in many ways but all are 
meeting with at least some success, Never- 
theless, United States efforts to indoctri- 


nate young Germans lag far behind the 
Russians, 

The United States is operating 275 youth 
centers and hostels which are attracting 
300,000 young Germans on a voluntary 
basis. Lectures, libraries and camping 
trips are provided. 

But the United States zone still is with- 
out an over-all youth movement, The Army, 
Air Force and Military Government have 
their own programs, Military Government 
has the job of co-ordinating and supervis- 
ing the work but it lacks both personnel 
and funds. With the Germans taking over 


most of the re-education of their young 
people, American youth leaders feel that 
the United States-sponsored centers will 


decline in importance and popularity, 
British Count On Politics 


The French, in their youth work, are un- 
dertaking a 50-year program, the period 
they feel it will require to reorient the Ger- 
mans, They now are concentrating on re- 
habilitation of youths of college age. They 
also lean heavily on religious groups for 
re-educating the young Germans, The over- 
all program is reaching 415,000 youths in 
the French zone. 

The British are working mainly through 
political groups in their appeal to the Ger- 
man youth. Emphasis is on competition 
for political support of the young people. 
The British program is reaching 890,000 
young people. 

Only the Russians brought a carefully 
planned youth program to Germany, They 
sponsor a single youth party, similar to the 
Nazi youth movement. Membership of 500,- 
000, including 50,000 in western Germany, 
is claimed by the Russians. 

The thift in United States policy ia going 
to make it possible to reach a larger num- 
ber of German youths, but it is at the pos- 
sible risk that some German club leaders 
will try to build up a new group of non- 
democratic nationalists.

Senator Butler, Nebraska Republican, de- 
clared that he was “very doubtful if there 
will be a Marshall plan.” Senator Dworshak, 
Idaho Republican, declared that Congress 
must “do a streamlining job first to bring 
it more in line with our ability to send 
goods abroad.” Thus there is, in the major- 
ity party in Washington, the nucleus of a 
movement to reject either the Marshall 
plan or trim it Lonsiderably. 

It doesn’t matter if the Marshall plan, 
in itself, is adopted by Congress. What 
matters is that Congress adopt a plan that 
will contain most of the principles of the 
Marshall plan. 

Secretary Marshall's plan is that of “help- 
ing nations to help themselves.” He con- 
ceives an aid program for the 16 Western 
European nations that are not Communist 
as of this date. All of these nations are 
in the grip of want; all of them are faced 
with the alternative of Communism if they 
cannot rebuild sapere Sg: to a status some- 
what near their preWar level. 

Senator Butler’s theory that the United 
States cannot export enough goods to ful- 


fill the requirements of the Marshall plan 
is ill-advised, The Marshall plan contem- 
plates no more exports than the nation 18 
now producing. It provides, instead of the 
present method of export, an over-all plan 
to contra the exports in such a fashion as 
to enhance the position of the non-Commu- 
nist nations, upon whom we must lean 
heavily for support in our world position. 


We do not profess to know the number 
of billions of dollars necessary to imple- 
ment such a program, and we suspect that 
Senators Butler and Dworshak are as much 
in the dark about this as we are. But it 
seems to us that the Marshall plan is seek- 
ing to bring us the victory in peace that 
we won in war. Further, it seems to us 
that the untold billions of dollars we spent 
to win a war, and the thousands upon 
thousands’ of lives and bodies that were ex- 
pended to win that war, will be entirely 
wasted unless something like the Marshall 
plan is adopted. 

It will be remembered that we “pulled 
out of Europe” once before, after winning 
a war. P

The Difference Between the La Follette of 
1924 and the Wallace of 1948 | 


HE old saying about history repeating itself is wide of the mark. 
While the drama on the world stage seems often to be 4 repeat, 


there are variations which make the end result something quite 


different. 


A year that had many surface 
similarities to 1948 was 1924, The 
idealism of that other war had 
been replaced by isolationism. W 
were never going 
to be taken in 
again by the in- 
triguesn of the 
old world, Ku- 
rope called wus 
Uncle Shylock. 

The two old 
political parties 
were like twee 
diedum an d 
tweedledee — 80 
fat and content-

La Follette 
But, beneath the surface, protest 
and resentment boiled. 

Today it is this same resentment 
and protest that Henry Wallace 
seeks to exploit. There is the same 
sense of idealism betrayed, of fine 
promises gone a-glimmering. 


Frustration Vote. 


Many people feel frustrated, in- 
secure, unhappy in our rushing, 
materialistic society. A vote for 
Wallace is one way of expressing 
that frustration and unhappiness. 

Added up, those votes will make 
a substantial total. The Wallace 
total will be important in those 
states—New York, California, IIII- 
nois and Michigan—with a large 
city population and a high propor- 
tion of Negroes, many of them 
only recently come to the North 
with a new awareness of the 
problems of their race.

In 1924, Robert M. La Follette 
Sr. ran for President on a third- 
party ticket. He polled 5,000,000 
votes and carried one state—Wis- 
consin, The Republican victory 
was guaranteed well in advance 
of election day.

Without any weasel 
words, La Follette repudiated the 
Communists who wanted to ride 
on his coat-tails.

Words That Are True Today. 


“Not only are the Communists 
the mortal enemies of the Pro- 
gressive movement and demo- 
cratic ideals, but under the cloak 
of such extremists, the reactionary 
interests find the best opportunity 
to plant their spies and provoca- 
tory agents for the purpose of 
confusing and destroying true 
progressive movements.” 

Those words are as true today 
as they were in 1924. Yet Wal- 
lace is not likely to deliver any 
such rebuke to Communism, While 
he sometimes scolds Russja as 
well as the United States, the fact 
is that his—most vocal support 
comes from the Communist party. 

This is only one evidence of the 
difference between 24 and 48. Be- 
fore 1924, the League of Nations 
had been scuttled by President 
Harding. Both parties were es- 
sentially isolationist, even though 
the Democrats had a wishy-washy 
plank on the League in their plat- 
form. 


Worse Than Futile. 


There was nothing like the wide 
range of bipartisan support for 
world co-operation and world re- 
construction that exists today. 
When La Follette talked idealis- 
tically about disarmament, he was 
talking into a complete vacuum, 


he is in reality talking againat 
any practical hope of a stable 
world order. With his cries for 
perfection and against war and 
any racial segregation, he is serv- 
ing the cause of the intriguers who 
want to produce breakdown in this 
country. 

That is a fact which should 
make those who feel like voting 
for Wallace, merely out of angry 
protest, stop and think a moment. 
That kind of protest is worse than 
futile, It is a reckless abuse of 
the privilege of the ballot, There 
is no justification in 1948 for the 
kind of protest vote that La Fol- 
lette rolled up in 1924,

DR. MAJOR b. SEELIG 
HONORED AT DINNER 


Speaker Reviews His Lon 
Career as Physician, Researc 
Expert, and Civic Leader.

The community's farewell to Dr. 
Major G. Seelig, physician, educa- 
tor, cancer research expert and 
civic leader, Who will leave St. 
Louis Jan, 16 to make his home in 
California, was given at a dinner 
lust night at Harris Hall of Tem 
ple Shaare Emeth, 6830 Delmar 
boulevard, University City. 

The dinner was the annual meet- 
ing of the Peoples Hospital Asso- 
clation, and was in honor of Dr. 
Seelig. He has been a member of 
the board of the hospital for more 
than 20 years. 

Russell Dearmont, who was 
principal speaker, said that Dr. 
Seelig had refused to attend a 
civic testimonial dinner which had 
been proposed. but had finally 
agreed to attend the hospital din- 
ner since it would have been held 
anyway. Dr. Seelig urged that the 
money that might have been spent 
on a testimonial be devoted to 
medical education, Dearmont con- 
tinued, and as a result about $4500 
has been pledged for that purpose 
in Dr. Seelig’s name by friends 
here. 


Review of His Work. 

Dearmont said that Dr. Seelig. 
in his 45 years in St. Louis, “has 
indelibly stamped his life on this 
community.” He recalled Dr. See- 
lig’s extensive educational back- 
ground and told of his work as 
practicing physician, teacher in 
the medical schools of St. Louis 
and Washington universities, hos- 
pital staff member, and in diversi- 
fied civic activities, including 
membership on the Public Library 
Board and the Social -Planning 
Council and as one of the foun- 
ders of the Blue Cross hospitaliza- 
tion plan. He told how Dr. Seelig 
had retired once before, only to re- 
turn for 16 years of cancer re- 
search at Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital. 

“He's dohe something of every- 
thing worth while in this life, ex- 
cept possibly preaching,” Dear- 
mont said, “and I suspect he may 
have done some preaching some- 
where niong the line.” 

Dr. W. D. Morman, Negro physi- 
olan, presented a watch to Dr. 
Seelig and candlesticks to Mrs. 
Seelig on behalf of the medical 
staff of the hospital, which is lo- 
cated at 2221 Locust street and 
which serves Negroes predomi- 
nanity. Dr. Morman asserted that 
“for a long time, Dr, Seelig was 
the only link between the white 
and Negro medical communities in 
St. Louis.” 

Dr. A. N. Vaughan, another Ne- 
gro physician, presented matched 

leces of luggage from the hospi- 
als“ board of directors, an inter- 
racial group, and its superintend- 
ent. He termed Dr. Seelig’s life 
% most brilliant illustration of 
the power which knowledge gives 
one in the service of his fellow 
man.” 

Appeal for Hospital. 

Dr. Seelig stared straight at the 
tablecloth before him as the vari- 
ous speakers paid tribute. When 
he finally arose to make response, 


he had to sit down again for a 


moment to regain composure. He 
said that “the transfer of heart 
and home was not made without 


‘difficulty and pain” but pointed 


out that his children and grand- 
children had preceded him to Cali- 
fornia and that “ties of clan” were 
drawing him there. 

Appealing for support for Peo- 
ples Hospital, he said, 1 hope 
there will be enough vision in this 
community to see that the hospi- 
tal grows enough physically to 


serve its community, and that suf- 
ficient endowment will be raised 
to allow it to function fully.

“Back of my own interest has 
never been any other thought than 
the betterment of community 
health.

CHARLES MICHELSON, 
POLITICAL WRITER, DIES 


Democratic Press Agent for 
13 Years—Promoted Roose- 
velt Third Term. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Charles Michelson, newspaper man 
and former publicity director of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, died today at his apartment 
where he had been confined by a 
long illness. He was 79 years old. 

Michelson took over as Demo- 
cratic press agent in 1020 and held 
the post for 13 years, In 1940 he 
promoted a third term for Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt—the first ever 
given a President. 

Michelson had been chief Wash- 
ington correspondent for the New 
York World for 12 years before 
taking the party job—which even- 
tually paid him $25,000 a year, 

Enigma to Roosevelt. 

Close as they were, even Presi- 
dent Roosevelt couldn’t figure out 
the sffange, gray, fuzzy little man 
whom he dubbed “Charley the 
Mike.” Reporters doubted that 
any other nen ever told “The 
Boss” so potently when he thought 
he was wrong. 

Roosevelt said Michelson re- 
minded him of Aristophanes, that 
fierce old Greek comic dramatist 
who was a master of stinging 
scorn and banter, Once in the 
heydey of “recovery” spending, re- 
porters asked Mr. Roosevelt: 

„What's new, Mr. President?” 

The President turned toward 
Michelson, who sat glum and 
aloof, and remarked: “Charley the 
Mike’s too stingy to buy a hair-

The code, a group of proposed 
constitutional amendments de- 
signed to curb athletic subsidiza- 
tion, will be placed before the en- 
tire N. C. A. A,. membership SBatur- 
day. Indications are it will meet 
only scattered and no organized 
resistance, 

Representatives of the South- 
east, Southwest and Southern con- 
ferences, where the loudest pro- 
tests were expected, said last night 
they expected the new standard 
of conduct to be approved “with- 
out trouble.” 

But ene of them were cynical, 
asserting it would do little to 
purify college athletics. 

Worthless Without Teeth. 

“I am sure you will still see a 
lot of poor boys going to college 
because they are good halfbacks,” 
commented Coach Carl Snavely of 
North Carolina, 

T. P. (Red) Heard, athletic di- 
rector of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, said the code would be worth- 
less unless it had teeth put into 
it and he said he doubted this 
would be done.

Sentiment with a Check-Rein 


“NIGHT SONG,” currently at the AMBASSADOR THEA- 
TER, might be made a case example of why the usual slick 
Hollywood drama, even when well handled, simply amounts 


to nothing more than two hours of passing entertainment. It 
has the benefit of many worth-while talents. 


It has been intelligently directed by John 

Cromwell, and. is expertely played by Dana 

Andrews, Merle Oberon, Ethel Barrymore and 

Hoagy Carmichael. A fair fragment of a 

piano concerto has been composed especially 

for it and is played by Artur Rubinstein and 
K the New York Philharmonſe- Symphony Or- 
chestra. The dialogue is smooth, the action 1s well constructed, 
the locale is interesting, the interworking of plano playing 
into the action spreads a romantic haze through it that has 
the same soft-focus effect that cheeggcloth has over a 
camera lens. 

BUT—we repeat, BUT—all these skills are lavished on a 

basic story so shallow, so contrived and sugary that it belongs 
in the same class with a Gene Stratton Porter novel or one 
of those soap operas in which everyone is so utterly sweet 
that the listening housewife simply has to put down her 
skillet and wipe her eyes with the dishtowel, 
It starts off with that Irresistible sentimental device—the 
blind, embittered composer (Mr, Andrews). There’s no woman, 
particularly among the paying matinee customers, who can 
look on a blind composer and not yearn to mother him. Merle 
Oberon, as a wealthy San Francisco society girl, is smitten 
with this pecullar form of love-virus when she finds Dana 
pounding out jazz with Hoagy Carmichael’s sextet in a dive, 
and tinkling off a few melancholy bars from his own piano 
concerto in the rest periods. She wants to help him, but 
being a proud man, he repels her. So she approaches him 
again under the guise of a blind girl, gradually wins his con- 
fidence, persuades him to finish his concerto, win a $5000 
prize in a contest which she sponsors, buy an operation with 
the money to restore his eyesight, and get his concerto played 
by Rubinstein in New York. Then she meets him and fasci- 
nates him as her real self. The big emotional struggle is 
between his loyalty to the supposed blind girl he left behind 
and his interest in his wealthy patroness. 

A fumbling attempt is made to sidestep the palpable fact 

the former blind man would have immediately recognized 
Merle by her voice, and this farce is played out in all 
seriousness. The surprising thing is that it is made to seem 
as literate as it is. The sentiment is kept at a merciful 
minimum and a welcome astringent quality is supplied by 
Andrews’s hard, muscular playing of the composer and Miss 
Barrymore's cynical aunt. 
The second feature, “DRIFTWOOD,” is as full of hokum as 
a hive is of honey, but it's well directed and acted for a B. 
Ruth Warrick, Walter Brennan, Dean Jagger, Charlotte Green- 
wood, Natalie Wood and a collie are in it,

UESTION: Is it harmful to be 
O Is it really a disease? 
Answer: It has definitely 
beon established by statistical 
means that deing overweight 
shortens one’s span of life. The 
reason for this seems to be that 
stoutness makes one more suscep- 
tible to certain diseases, such as 
sugar diabetes, heart disease, kid- 
ney diseases, and even cancer. 

Although “sluggish glands” may 
be found in some overweight 
people, it appears certain that 
this cause of overweight has been 
greatly exaggerated. It seems 
more and more clear that the 
craving for more food frequently 
is associated with a nervous 
drive, and’ again contrary to popu- 
lar belief, when factors increase 
the emotional state of a person, 
there is also stimulated an_in- 
crease in the desire to eat, There 
are many people who seem 
doomed to be stout, This is par- 
ticularly true of those who, along 
with this tendency, have increased 
emotional strain and increased ap- 
petite, and who then 2 
satisfy this craving for food, 
The amount of food consumed is 
then in excess to the average 
body needs, and therefore weight 
piles on. . 

The most desirable way to treat 
obesity is to control the appetite 
and eat less. This does not mean 
starvation. One can daily eat an 
adequate vitamin supply with suf- 
ficient vital foodatuffs,

N a recent magazine article en- 

titled “A Thought for 1948,”

The 
Nation is ruined . . . by want of 
calculation and a worthy aim 
It lives too fast.” Thoreau, of 
tourse, retired to the woods.

people working for him and mak- 
ing him rich. 


Dr, Laird unashamedly admits 
that he uses the same principle 
when he wants the neighborhood 
boys to run errands for him, so 
that he can save a little time. 
He keeps a B-B gun and leta 
them shoot at his tin can. When 
they grow up and read the Laird 
books they will be sorry that 
they wasted all that time shoot- 
ing at the Laird tin can. 

Two maxims cover the case of 
the Tom Sawyerites: 

“Little men want to do it all 

themselves,” 

“Big men get someone else to 

help them.“ 


Outstanding examples of those

Of course credit should be 
given to those who help, .even 
more than they deserve. That 
will earn their friendship and 
loyalty and they will do more for 
you, So the Lairds, summing up, 
say “Get someone to do it for you 
whenever possible.” 

John Muir is mentioned with 
approbation as the man who in- 
vented a bed that would tumble 
sleepers out on the floor early in 
the morning, which saved time in 
getting up and gave an eafly 
start toward doing something or 
getting somebody to do some- 


thing,

HE Lairds have a cheer-up 

message for the man who is 

feeling low and tired, What he 
needs is more work. The trouble 
with us is that most of us work In 
low gear. Shift into high, say the 
Lairds, One of the best ways is 
to take on more work. Then we 
have to do the job or go under 
in a mess of unfinished odds and 
ends. The person who takes on 
more work has the bear by the 
tail and doesn’t dare let go until 
he has done something, If it is 
atill difficult to let go there is 
always the possibility of getting 
somebody to help. Keep work 
piled ahead of you, is the advice. 
This puts on the pressure and 
forces you to work nearer your 
top capacity. 

The Athenian mule, a contem- 
porary of Pericles, had the right 
idea and made for himself a place 
in history. This mule was one of 
thousands that were used to build 
the Acropolis, All of the others 
have been forgotten but this one 
is remembered still, because when 
he had been worked out and re- 
tired he continued to follow the 
other mules up and down the 
trail as stone was excavated for 
the amphitheater, 

The poets of the time, a raffish 
crew, cracked jokes about it. 
Could it be, they asked, that the 
orations of Pericles had so in- 
spired the mula. that he wanted to 
complete the Acropolia no matter 
what? Rut no, #a the Lairda, 
it was not orations but habit that 
kept the superannuated beast 
moving. In black-face type they 
say, “He had the habit of work 
and couldn’t stop.” Blessed mule! 

As thelr parting word the 
Lairds say they know you can do 
much more than you have been 
doing and they express the hope 
that the book will “help you tap 
your fuller abilities and make you 
join the ranks of the Achievers.”

mond tricks. The oaly thing that 
kept declarer from going down 
two tricks was the fact that East 
was squeezed on the run of 
diamonds. Declarer, by carefully 
following his discards managed to 
hold the right cards and take the 
balance, 

The most expert declarer could 
not avoid finessing in this deal, 
but he would use far greater dis- 
cretion than this particular South 
put into the play. Take the mat- 
ter of South's heart queen lead at 
the second trick, for example. 
What useful purpose could that 
serve? No matter how the hearts 
were divided, South could not 
hope to run the suit without the 
loss of at least one trick, and by 
starting out with the queen, he 
only made it more likely that he 
would lose two heart tricks. The 
proper play was to lead low to 
the heart ace, then back toward 
the Q-J-7, The maneuver in iteelf 
would hold ast to one heart 
trick, 

Next, South's method of play- 
ing the spade sult was equally 
wrong. Here the proper play was 
to lay down the king, then lead 
low to the ace. If the queen fell, 
well and good; if it didn't, de 
clarer could then lead up to his 
own spade jack and sun safe- 
guard another trick in the spade 
suit if East had the queen or if 
the suit broke 3-3.

What Is the Origin? 


UESTION: The word female 
Q stumps me, What is the sig- 

nificance of the fe of female 
that makes the word the opposite 
of male?—M. F. 

Answer: There is no such prefix 
as fe-,“ and female is not a deriv- 
ative of “male.” Strictly speaking, 
female is a nonsense word which 
came about through the faulty 
learning of some Middle-Age 
scholar. Here is the history of 
the curious word female, 

It began as the Latin word te- 
mella, “a young woman,” the di- 
minutive of femina, “woman” 
(literally, “any female animal that 
bears young“). 

Now, femella entered Old French, 
the final “a” changing to “e,” thus: 
femelle. It then passed into Mid- 
die English as femelle, and became 
the opposite of male. 

Some old scholar, apparently be- 
Heving that the -melle of femelle 
was the Norman French way of 
spelling “male,” dropped one r' 
from -melle, substituted the letter 
“a” for the first “e,” and presto! 
the word female was born as the 


opposite of male! 

Incidentally, the Old French fe- 
melle underwent a change or two 
of its own, finally emerging as the 
modern French word femme, 
“woman,” pronounced: fam. 

It was once good usage to use 
female where we now say woman, 
In his novel, “Vanity Fair,” Thack- 
eray uses female as a noun 21 
times. It occurs similarly in the 
works of Washington Irving, By- 
ron, Disraeli, Hawthorne, George 
Eliot, and many others. In 1815 
Jane Austen wrote, “I think I may 
boast myself with all possible van- 
ity to be the most unlearned and 
uninformed female who ever dared 
to be an authoress.“ 

During the 90s, however, female 
was considered to be too strongly 
suggestive of sex; and its disrepute 
as a noun has continued to this 
good day. 

Similarly, the word woman was 
not proper before the turn of the 
century; one always said “lady” in 
polite circles. But, unlike female, 
woman is the correct word, and
